Bostelman was believed 
to be the leader on the Grand 
bank job. 


Attempts were made to return 
Bostelman to St. Louis for prose- 
cution but Colorado authorities in- 
sisted that he serve his sentence 
in that state first. When he was 
released on parole in 1942, no ef- 
fort was made to bring him back 
here and the indictment was nol 
prossed. 

Clyde H. Snider, then assistant 
circuit attorney, said there was 
insufficient evidence to try Bostel- 
man for the bank robbery here. 


In his younger days, Bostelman 
was recognized as one of the most 
notorious criminals in the coun- 


characters as William (Big Bill) 
Davis, Alfred A. Oliver, Wincel 
Uroan and John (Buddy) Lugar. 
Davis was killed in 1928 by police 
officers in Wellston. Urban’s body,

LAWRENCE, Kan., Nov. 11 
(AP)—Kansas’ Phog Allen fore- 
gees a crackdown by the Internal 
Revenue Department on some col- 
lege athletes. 

The 63-year-old University of 
Kansas basketball coach charged 
yesterday that many college ath- 
letes are cheating on their income 
tax returns. 

“It is known that some amateur 
athletes are drawing from $10,000 
to $20,000,” Allen said in a Kiwanis 
Club speech. “Junior college ath- 
letes in Kansas are now being 
paid from $60 to $100 a month. 

“Those salaries are not being 
reported for income taxes.” 

Several coaches, however, 
scoffed at Allen’s remarks on play- 
érs’ 

‘The talkative coach, who long 
has advocated a czar for inter- 
collegiate athietics, predicted the 
Internal Revenue Department 
would move into the situation 
within three years. 

“Everybody is supposed to at 
least make a report on an income 
of $600 or more,” he said. “Col- 
lege athletes realize they would 
lose their amateur standing if they 
made a return. 

“It’s a vicious circle. Everybody 
is partly to blame. The only solu- 
tion—and I’ve said it a thousand 
times—is a czar for intercollegiate 
sports.”

NE year ago, in the fall of 1948, an unauthorized popular demon- 
stration was held in Moscow, one of the very few since Prime

Minister Joseph V. Stalin took power. 


It occurred on Rosh Hashana, the Jewish New Year's, at the 


Moscow synagogue. 


Members of the Israeli legation, headed by Mrs. 


Golda Myerson, had just arrived to open the first mission since 
Israel declared its independence and established diplomatic relations 


with the Soviet Union. 


They were invited to attend the 
religious services at the synagogue. 
When Mrs. Myerson and members 
of her mission arrived, they were 
amazed at the huge throng of 
Jews who packed the entire street 
in front of the synagogue to greet 
them. 

They were dumfounded at what 
happened next. There was an im- 
passioned and almost hysterical 
outburst of feeling. Jewish men 
and women broke out in tears. 
They wept as they cheered and 
cried aloud: “We have waited all 
our lives for this! For Israel! To- 
morrow to Jerusalem!” 

For the first time in many 
years the faces of the Russian 
Jews were filled with hope—the 
hope that they would be rescued 
from a country where they no 
longer wanted to live and would 
be able to go to one which they 
could call their own. 

The throng was alive with 
emotion which could not be con- 
tained—an emotion which had 
been suppressed and which had 
been accumulated over a period 
of many years. They pushed 
and shoved to get closer to the 
Israeli delegation, the symbol of 
the country to which they looked 
for salvation. 

The delegation was in danger of 
being crushed by the crowd, but 
Jewish attendants quickly ap- 
peared and led the Israelis into the 
synagogue to a special place of | 
honor near the altar. 

The synagogue ‘was decorated | 
with banners which reflected the | 
hopes expressed by the throng. 
One banner, in big, bold Hebrew 
letters, announced: “Israel Is 
Born!” Another read: “Palestine 
Lives Again!” 

Demonstration Resumed. 
When the religious service was 

over, the demonstration in the 
street was resumed. Hundreds of 
Jews followed the Israeli delega- 
tion on foot from the synagogue 
to the Metropole Hotel, where the 
Israelis then resided. 

Apprehensive about the conse- 
quences of this unauthorized dem- 
onstration through the streets of 
Moscow, the Israelis rapidly with- 
drew to their rooms in the hotel. 
The many Jews who had followed 
them remained outside to stare 
and to feel the presence of the 
Israelis a while longer before 
leaving. 

The demonstration was repeated 
a week later on Yom Kippur, the 
Day of Atonement. There was 
good reason to fear its conse- 
quences. 

The Russian Jews, in publicly 
proclaiming their desire to go to 
Palestine, had been guilty of 
something which is considered 
disloyalty to the Soviet govern- 
ment and the Soviet state. Dis- 
loyalty of this kind in the eyes 
of the Soviet rulers, is a crime 
related to treason. 

Just as the Jews contend there 
can be but one God, so the Soviet 
leaders maintain there can be but 
one state to which a citizen can 
owe allegiance. In the case of 
Soviet citizens that state is the 
Soviet Union, which does not per- 
mit its nationals to change citi- 
genship or allegiance with im- 
punity. 

The Soviet leaders were not 
slow to punish the demonstra- 
tors and those who belonged to 
their faith. They sounded a 
clear and strong warning to the 
Jews in Russia, numbering per- 

haps more than 3,000,000 three 
times the population of the new 
State of Israel. 

It was a notice that Russian 

Jews would not be permitted to 
leave the Soviet Union and go to 
Israel. It took the form of a 
campaign to terrify Jews into 
abandoning the hope which they 
so wildly demonstrated on Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur and 
into resigning to spend the rest 
of their days in the Soviet Union 
under a dictatorship. 
' First, a group of Jews accused 
of having been the ringleaders of 
the demonstration was rounded up 
and imprisoned. A large number of 
others were cross-examined by po- 
lice and terrified that they, too, 
might be jailed. 

» Printing Plants Raided. 

Next, the Soviet police raided 
and liquidated the only two Yid- 
dish language printing plants in 
Moscow —the newspaper Einheit 
and Emess, a house which pub- 
lished books, pamphlets and mag- 
azines in Yiddish, especially the 
works of Sholom Alekhem. 

At the same time they liquidated 
the offices of the Jewish Anti-

Visa Sought by Jews. 

A large number of Russian Jews 
had been flocking there to de- 
mand visas for Israel and to ask 
help in getting Soviet permission 
to leave the country. Since the 
Soviet government had supported 
the creation of the state of Israel, 
Russian Jews came to the mis- 
taken conclusiun that they might 
be permitted to go there like any 
one else. 

They came full of enthusiasm, 
demanding to know what they 
could do and how they could serve 
Israel. Some wanted to volunteer 
in the Israeli army, 

Soviet authorities felt they had 
to put a stop to such visits, which 


they regarded as treasonable. The 
Israeli legation was put under 
strict surveillance both inside and 
outside the Metropole Hotel. So- 
viet citizens bound for the lega- 
tion were ordered to leave imme- 


diately and never return. 


The last and perhaps most 
damaging move to suppress the 
flames of freedom by the crea- 
tion of the state of Israel and 
the opening of its legation in 
Moscow was a nation-wide press 
campaign against Jews and 
Zionists. 

The campaign became so vio- 
lent, brutal and vulgar that it 
began to run away with itself. 
For a time it was difficult to 
tell whether it was directed 
against Jews because of their 
race or because of their Zion- 
ism. It officially contributed to 
the spread of latent anti-Semi- 
tism in the Soviet Union by pro- 
viding an opportunity for anti- 
Semites to parade publicly as 
anti-Zionists. 

Scores of Jews in all fields of 
intellectual life—science, educa- 
tion, literature, theater, cinema, 
music, art—were publicly hu- 
miliated by being denounced as 
“homeless cosmopPolitans” and 
by having their original Jewish 
names printed after their adopt- 
ed Russian names. 

Thus when the writer G. Yasny 
was assailed as a “passportless 
wanderer,” his name appeared as 
follows: G. Yasny (Finkelstein). 
This device of publicly punishing 
a Jew by refusing to permit him 
to lose his origin under an adopted 
name bears some comparison with 
the way the Nazis publicly tagged 
the Jew. 

The homeless and wandering 
cosmopolitan became identified 
in the public mind with treach- 
ery and treason. The campaign, 
waged daily for month after 
month, wes used to smear all 
intellectuals, non-Jews as well as 
Jews, who looked beyond the 
borders of the Soviet Union to- 
ward the West instead of fixing 
their eyes and ideas exclusively 
on the East. 

The campaign reached a climax 
in an article published by the 
newspaper Evening Moscow on 
March 14, 1949. The censor refused 
to permit correspondents to cable 
it abroad. 

The diatribe was camouflaged 
as a review of a book, “Years of 
Life,” written several years ago by 
Isaac Bakhrakh. The reviewer, S. 
Ivanov, denounced the author for 
openly propagandizing Zionism in 
the Soviet Union. He lambasted 
the author for saying the Zionist 
organization was supported by 
Russian Jews and for relating 
stories of other Jews who were 
going to Palestine. 

Anti-Zionist Attack. 

From this anti-Zionist attack 
Ivanov moved on to something 
which looked very much like open 
anti-Semitism in the official 
Soviet press, which had been care- 
ful until then to follow the party 
line against racial discrimination. 
The reviewer lampooned the Jews 
for believing in. Jehovah and for 
studying the Talmud and he as- 
sailed the author for reproducing 
many passages from it.

One needs only to 
visit Monticello, his self-planned home, 
to learn of the ingenuity of his house- 
hold inventions, as well as marvel at 
the lasting qualities of its design. 

The Saarinen plan upholds these tra- 
ditions of Jefferson. It is creative, 
beautiful and lasting. There are some 
of us to whom the arch plan at first 
seemed new and startling, but now the 
ideal transcends those impressions. Let 
us get the vision of the Saarinen con- 
ception firmly in our minds and plan to 
build it in Thomas Jefferson's name for 
all-of America. Let us build for him 
as he did for us. a. 2 2

Mr. Truman Skips a Valley 


There is a glaring omission in President Tru- 
man’s statement, “I see immense undeveloped 
rivers and valleys all over the world that would 
make TVAs and Columbia Valley developments.” 


That omission is the Missouri Valley, his own 
native region, which stands more in need of a 
TVA of its own than any other river valley in 
the United States. It needs an MVA not only 
because of its resources which should be devel- 
oped and controlled, but also because of the 
piecemeal, wasteful, extravagant development 
which is being undertaken as a substitute for 
MVA. 

The Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau, by their rivalry, are botching things up 
in the Columbia Valley. Flood control works 
have actually been held up while the Hatfields 
of the Army Engineers and the McCoys of the 
Reclamation Bureau feud it out over who shall 
build and operate what dams and reservoirs. 

The same rival bureaus are botching things 
up in the Central Valley of California. But no- 
where are they botching it up on as lavish a 
scale, or with as flush an outlay of public funds, 
as in the Missouri Valley. More than a billion 
dollars has been sunk into it, one time or an- 
other, and more than 10 billions is proposed to 
be spent before the work is completed. A devel- 
opment as costly as that—and as final for one 
sixth of the area of the United States—deserves 
the best kind of planning and management. 
But is it getting it? 

President Truman doesn't think so; he has 
spoken for the TVA principle of single manage- 
ment, instead of the present hydra-headed man- 
agement, many times. The Interior Department 
doesn’t think so either, though its own Rec- 
lamation Bureau is involved. It would be a 
miracle if the Agriculture Department thought 
so, for there has been a general disposition to 
freeze it out. The Hoover Commission on the 
Reorganization of the Executive Department 
didn’t think so. It denounced the waste and 
inefficiency of the present makeshift in terms 
as strong as the stoutest advocates of MVA ever 
used. 

The construction work was launched without 
knowledge of how much water there is in the 
Missouri river system or how much will be re- 
quired for the irrigation and navigation works 
that are being built. Now construction is near- 
ing the operating stage at several of the pro)- 
ects, and still no one knows who is to make the 
vital decisions about how they are to be oper- 
ated. The Columbia and Central valleys can 
offer no mess faintly compareble to this one. 

Does President Truman see a valley between 
the Mississippi and the Rockies that would 
make a TVA development worth fighting for to 
the last ditch? 
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Victory for the Mayor 

As an example of good civic leadership, the 
Darst Administration may now cite its record 
on housing. Adding to other achievements, the 
Board of Aldermen unanimously passed an ordi- 
nance giving wide power to the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority to carry out the city’s share in the 
federal housing program. 

In September, after considerable effort by 
Mayor Darst, the city received a $42,600,000 
assignment from the Public Housing Admin- 
istration. This will create low-rental units for 
9800 families here. Earlier the Mayor wasted 
no time replacing an inadequate proposal for a 
barracks-like housing project at Ninth and Carr 
streets with plans for more graceful and spac- 
ious building. 

St. Louis had lagged far behind other major 
cities in provisions for low-cost shelter for the 
thousands who need it. Today the realty lobby 
which opposed these plans seems silent, the 
Mayor is busy, the Aldermen attentive. St. 
Louis has begun to catch up, 
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A Graphic Dispatch Recalled 


An effort has been made by two New York 
professors of history to collect outstanding 
pieces of journalistic writing in a book which 
they call “A Treasury of Great Reporting.” In 
the section presenting reports of the Scopes 
monkey trial in Tennessee, 24 years ago, are 
these words: 


In a rambling old white house on the out- 
skirts of Dayton, where the maples rustle 
placidly and the fragrance of the harvest 
lingers on the air, rests today the majestic 
clay which was William Jennings Bryan. 


Little groups of men lie in the grass 
under the maples and converse in subdued 
tones. At intervals people tiptoe into the 
house, stay a minute and emerge. A cricket 
sings among the petunias in the side rear 
vard. A rocking chair creaks momentarily 
on the long front porch, 

So began the late Paul Y. Anderson’s report 
to the Post-Dispatch of the death of the Great 
Commoner, who flashed to national fame with 
his historic Cross of Gold speech in 1896. Many 
of our readers will recall the dispatch from its 
memorable opening words. Good reporting takes 
the reader, stands him at the reporter’s side 
and shows him more than the reader would see 
by himself. At this skill, Paul Anderson was 
one of the best in the history of American news 


gathering.

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Shuffling the Water System 
Since the city water system is a big business, 
the Governmental Research Institute thinks it 
should be a first rank department directly under 
the Mayor. But this course would create at 
least as much difficulty as it could eliminate. 


The head of the new department would be a 
political appointee, removable at the Mayor’s 
pleasure. The present water commissioner is 
under the protection of civil service. Do St. 
Louisans want the management of their water 
business overturned with the changes of city 
administration? 

In this way thé Research Institute’s plan 
would involve the system deeper in politics, and 
it is already in too deep. The Board of Alder- 
men has repeatedly rejected sound arguments 
for installing meters on all customers’ lines. 
City comptrollers have improperly used earn- 
ings on water funds for other municipal pur- 
poses. Polkticians have condoned sloppy book- 
keeping and blocked contracts that would have 
benefited the system and its patrons. Yet the 
Research Institute does not suggest putting the 
water system beyond the reach of political 
meddlers. 

The Board of Freeholders is tentatively com- 
mitted to the idea of an efficient water system 
operated for the primary benefit of consumers. 
Simply to move it a notch higher in the City 
Hall hierarchy will not bring this policy to life. 
It has little chance to come to life unless, as 


Los Angeles, Chattanooga and various other 
cities have done with their publicly owned utili- 
ties, the water system goes under a non-political 
and substantially independent board and man- 
agement. Only then can it be really free to 
operate an efficient and economical public 
business. 
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Post-Election Protocol 


Sometimes it seems too bad that Americans 
are inclined to pay so much attention to the 
talk which is heard before an election and so 
little to that which is heard after one. The 
Jatter often is much more entertaining. There 
is more variety in it. And it’s safer to put a 
word in edgewise because passions are not so 
deeply involved as before the ballots are 
marked or the voting-machine levers pulled. 

Before the voting, speakers of all parties 
agree that the election is crucial, that nothing 
less than the fate of the nation is at stake. 
After the returns are in, the winners still are 
pretty much inclined to feel that way. The 
losers, however, are rather quick to adjust their 
perspective. “Let’s be reasonable about this,” 
they say. “After all, it was just another elec- 
tion. It hasn't changed things—well, anyway it 
hasn’t changed them very much.” This is in con- 
formity with the axiom that no candidate ever 
loses an important election. 

This theme is subject to a considerable num- 
ber of variations. For example, Gov. Thomas 
Dewey has advanced the argument that the 
Lehman victory in New York was a set-back for 
President Truman. Senator Taft said that he 
saw “no particular significance” in the out- 
come. Of course, in following this logic one 
must keep in mind that politicians thrive on 
this variety of set-back, and that this particular 
kind of insignificance is of the sort which keeps 
parties in power year after year. 

It should not be assumed that there was any- 
thing unusual about the reactions to Tuesday’s 
contests. They followed the approved post- 
election protocol. This always calls for a strong 
statement on the need for “rebuilding” the de- 
feated party. Perhaps because the University 
of Pennsylvania’s ivy has impressed him with 
the importance of tradition, President Stassen 
hurried to announce that “the Republican party 
needs a tremendous lot of rebuilding if it is to 
serve the American people.” 

It was a rank neophyte, one not initiated into 
the post-election mysteries, who had the temer- 
ity to ask whether he wanted a stronger chariot 
in which to make another presidential race. It 
is not good form to raise such points prema- 
turely; certainly not with such bluntness. 

Form is important in these matters. Thus, 
his opponents must say that the successful can- 
didate has won a free ride on the “gravy-train.” 
The winner, on the other hand, solemnly accepts 
a “mandate” from the hands of the people. 

The people are the real heroes of this play- 
acting. They have a wonderful way of knowing 
just how much of it they should skip and how 
much of it they should take seriously, That is 
why we have election after election. That is 
why democracy does not go down in a sea of 
words—manvy of them more than a little foolish. 
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An Armistice and a Hope 

A communication in Letters from the People 
today tells why Armistice day has become a day 
it is so difficult te forget but vet so bitter to 
remember.

But when all is set down, the peace, this Ar- 
mistice day, comes down to one question: Have 
the leaders of Russia the foresight to give up 
their megalomanic dream of world empire, and 
leave the world at peace—or must they prefer 
continuing conquest? 

On Nov. 11, 1949, as we celebrate the end- 
ing of one monumental tragedy, we can only 
hope that the men who rule the Soviet Union 
will be dissuaded from the course which they 
have been following. We can hope and work 
steadily ourselves to avert another disaster. 
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Now in November

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GE Looks at UE 


The split between right and left in the United 
Electrical Workers, caused by the CIO’s expuk 
sion of the union, has created an odd situation. 
The General Electric Co. says it will continue to 
deal with the leftist UE. This is the sort of 
difficulty which we feared would be an unwel- 
come accompaniment of the Communist purge. 

It may seem strange for a large corporation 
to deal with a left-wing union when a labor or- 
ganization will not. Naturally, General Electric 
has no desire to encourage Communists. But 
the company has no alternative. Most of the 
locals with which it deals voted to remain in the 
UE, and under the Taft-Hartley law, a company 
is bound to respect its employes’ choice. 

General Electric says only an order of the 
National Labor Relations Board can alter this 
condition, But that is not strictly true. The 
NLRB cannot initiate such action. The labor 
law, however, does provide that ‘an employe or 
group of employes” may petition NLRB for an 
election on grounds that “the labor organization 
which has been certified ... is no longer a 
representative.” 

In short, neither General Electric, the CIO 
nor the NLRB can expel left-wing union leaders 
under present law. That has to be done by the 
union members themselves, and with them lies 
the hope of ridding labor of Communist 
leadership.

They Fight the Book-Bayners 


In Scarsdale, N. Y., a group of prominent 
citizens acted jointly to protect their com- 
munity against the rising tide ef censor- 
ship and political discrimination. Eighty- 
one citizens, among them Charles E, Wil- 
son, president of General Electric Co.; 
Allan Sproul, president of the Federal Re- 
serve Board of New York, and Harry E. 
Humphreys Jr. president of the United 
States Rubber Co., opposed any attempis 
to “ban books from the public schools be- 
cause of the political leanings of the au- 
thors.” They prepared a statement declar- 
ing that “the purpose of education in a 
free society is to develop intelligent citi- 
zens, loyal to their country and to the 
pursuit of truth, believing in the endless 
possibilities for the betterment of man- 
kind. A system of censorship... smacks 
‘of the methods used by Communist and 
Fascist states and defeats the very purpose 
of the Bill of Rights, as well as the pur- 
pose of education.” They conceded readily 
that free access to reading materials by 
young people involved some risk, but that 
“there are greater risks in any alternative 
proposal.” a 

Not all these items appeared in the na- 
tion's press. Some of them rated no more 
than an inch or so of space in the back 
pages of our largest dailies. Some of them 
were run as “filler” items. 


Is This Being Well Informed? 


Our purpose in listing these items, how- 
ever, is not to blame the press for ignor- 
ing or underplaying certain happenings. 
It is at least an open question whether 
press or public ig primarily at fault. For 
what matters is not whether newspapers 
publish what they think their readers will 
beieve is newswerthy, or whether the pub- 
lic has to take what it gets. What mat- 
ters is that both press and public need to 
take time out for a good, long, hard look 
at the theory and practice of news selec- 
tion and news treatment. 

If news is not really news unless it is 
bad news, then it may be difficult to claim 
we are an informed people. Calamity as 
the principal yardstick for news coverage 
may have its charms as circulation-getters, 
but it hardly affords a balanced view of 
the world at a time when critical deci- 
sions are called for. 

These decisions should be made only 


after all the facts—and not merely some of 
the facts—are carefully weighed. 


We are not arguing here for converting 
newspaper editors into pollyannas. Accent 
on sweetness would Be no advance over 
accent on disaster. What we do argue 
for is recognition that good news is every 
bit as essential for an understanding of 
our times as is the bad. 


We complain a great deal about distor- 
tion of American life in Pravda, but the 
systematic though unintentional distortion 
we do to ourselves is scarcely better. We 
keep diligently posted on every murder, 
every altercation, every element of tension 
or stress; we owe it to ourselves to put 
the picture into focus with at least some 
coverage of the happenings that do some- 
thing for human dignity and decency, 


Rumor Runs, Correction Creeps 


This can’t be sloughed off with the cari- 
cature that you can't expect a newspaper 
to publish an extra every time a man 
kisses his wife. We're not talking here 
about running headlines on the common- 
place; we're talking about the kind of 
news item listed at the beginning of this 
editorial. If a community such as Scars- 
dale does something positive about book 
banning at a time when the country is 
having a bad case of censorship jitters, 
that’s news. If the housing shortage is on 
its way to being licked,-that’s news. If 
the citizens of two communities show they 
know how to carry the responsibilities of a 
democracy, that’s news, If Congressmen, 
instead of carping at Government expendi- 
tures, say a kind word about American 
aid, that’s news. 

So far as foreign affairs are concerned, 
there comes to mind a news story that 
broke late last summer in connection with 
the airlift into Berlin. Large headlines pro- 
claimed the ominous fact that American 
planes were being fired upon in the corri- 
dor. The story quoted American flyers as 
saving that Soviet anti-aircraft gunners 
had been coming pretty close with flak. 


Three days later, a one-inch item ap- 
peared in two of the New York newspa- 
pers to the effect that American Army of- 
ficials in Berlin had investigated the re- 
ports and were able to determine that they 
were erronous. In the meanwhile, however, 
a wave of indignation had spread across 
the country and the cold war had become 
warmer. 


Hungry for Something Constructive 


The issues and tensions between the 
United States and Russia are serious 
enough, and the prospects for peace gloomy 
enough, without the super-irritants and 
hot needles of inaccurate and inflammable 
news. We are willing to concede that the 
error which Jed to that particular news 
break was an honest one. We do not con- 
cede, however, that all that was called for 
to set the matter straight was a one-inch 
filler presenting a skeleton correction. 

Again, the issue is not whether the news- 
papers are to blame or whether the read- 
ers aré to blame. We are all to blame. 
What is called for at this point is not fault- 
finding or recrimination, but an honest and 
titanic effort to adjugt our sights. 

The American people today are hungry 
for something constructive and affirma- 
tive, something that can call attention to 
positive values. The newspaper that will 
recognize this, the newspaper that is not 
afraid to reflect a rounded view of Amer- 
ican life, the newspaper that gives some 
sense of the heroic mold of the average man 
and his desire to contribute to the general 
welfare, is the newspaper that will win 
readers in far greater numbers than any 
new comic strip or murder serial.

Between Book Ends 


The Nature of a Policeman 


DETECTIVE STORY. by 
House, 147 pgs., $2.50.) 
James McLeod of the 21st Detective 

Squad, 2lst Precinct Police Station, New 
York City, hates criminals and stands for 
law and order with such passion that he 
is Willing to break the law in order to 
enforce it. If, in his own mind, he is con- 
vinced that an accused is guilty, he will not 
hesitate to use the “third degree” to ex- 
tort a confession or obtain “evidence” to 
bring about a conviction. 

But Sidney Kingsley (“Dead End,” “Men 
in White”), the author of this Broadway 
hit play now published in book form, probes 
further than the surface manifestation of 
a “McLeod.” Is this passion for law—this 
intense hatred for criminals—but a mask 
for his sadism? Has he unconsciously 
chosen the police profession because it 
gives him the chance to practice his bru- 
tality under a pretense of righteousness? 

This is the real problem, and around this 
central] theme, Mr. Kingsley has constructed 
a taut, brutal, fast, 
exciting drama. The 
action takes place 
within the span of 
four hours, 5 to 9 
p-m., in a realistical- 
ly naked and grim 
outer office of a po- 
lice station. 

Detective McLeod 
is seeking a murder 
conviction against a 
Dr. Kurt Schneider, 
suspected abortion- 
ist. Schneider's at- 
torney, Mr. Sims, 
surrenders the doc- 
| tor with the explicit 
warning to McLeod that he will tolerate 
no third degree methods on his client. 
When McLeod finds that his case against 
the doctor collapses because his only wit- 
ness wont testify, he savagely beats up 
Dr. Schneider. 

The Achilles heel of tough Detective 
McLeod is his love for his beautiful wife, 
whom he considers abeve Caesar’s wife 
in purity. It turns out, however, that Mrs. 
McLeod, as a result of a love affair with 
a gangster before her marriage, had had 
an abortion performed on her by this same 
Dr, Schneider. Furious because his client 
has been beaten, Attorney Sims suggests 
to McLeod that he have Mrs. McLeod 
testify against Dr. Schneider if he is so 
intent upon conviction. 

For the first time McLeod stands face 
to face with his own sadism. He ig 
frightened, and the drama now moves on 
awiftly to its tragic end. 

What is to be done with these “McLeods” 
who are to found on many police forces? 
Kingsley offers no solution. Once the 
problem has been posed Kingsley drops it 
by ending the play with the completely ac- 
cidental shooting of his protagonist.

In 1889 William Trotter Porter began’ to 
publish large sporting engravings in his 
New York weekly, The Spirit of the Times. 
The series issued in the next five years 
was the first group of large engravings 
of horses to be issued in the United States. 
The Harvard University Press has now 
reissued these in a limited edition. The 
reproductions are taken from the rare 
originals, now in the hands of private col- 
lectors, and are finely printed. 

This portfolio includes 13 engravings of 
horses famous in their day, including 
Black Maria, whose reputation was based 
on a 20-mile race run in five heats. One 
shows a trotting race between Ripton and 
Confidence, matched with high-wheeled 
sulkies. And there ig an engraved portrait 
of Col. William R. Johnson, the leading 
turfman of the early 1800s. 

A commentary by Carvel Collins gives 
the history of each engraving and horse. 
In most cases the engraver was A. L. Dick, 
who worked largely from paintings by Ed- 
ward Troye, one of the best artists o7 the 
track and paddock. The result is both a 
treatise on early American thoroughbreds 
and an artistic collection worthy of fram- 


ing.

‘considerable variety, her steadily 
maturing artistry.

Retain Economic Controls. 


_ Nor would a Conservative gov- 
ernment dispense with economic | 
‘controls willy-nilly. You hear | 
about the dash-for-freedom Eng- | 
lishmen, the men who'd let prices | 
rise, who'd get rid of rationing, | 
quotas, and allocations. But when | 
you get down to cases and say, | 
“Well, if you were in power, if, 
you had responsibility, would you | 
get rid of import quotas, or rae) 
tioning?” they'll hedge: “The econ- | 
omy’s not ready for it.” | 


So long as scarcity governs, any | 
parity will discover that the gov- 
ernment doesn’t impose controls 
on the economy, but rather that 
the economy imposes controls on 
the government. Broadly speak- 
ing, the controls now in force are 
_those of a war economy: 

1. Regulation of investment 
expenditures. Outlays on new 
plant, equipment, highways, hos- 
pitals, housing, and so on are 
controlled. Object: To use re- 
sources on undertakings which 
are regarded as most essential, 
which will tend, in the long run, 
to increase the nation’s capa- 
city to produce. Thus, expansion 
of a steel plant would get. pri- 
ority over a new movie building, 
new homes for veterans over a 
restaurant. 

2. Imports are controlled, so 
that goods and raw materials re- 
garded as non-essential can be 
excluded. Also purchases are 
made, whenever possible, from 
non-dollar areas, so as to con- 
serve British reserves of gold 
and dollars. This is accom- 
plished through foreign-ex- 
change controls, through im- 
port licenses. 

3. Scarce materials, like steel 
and cotton, are allocated. And 
certain materials are earmarked 
for export: Fine chinaware, 
Scotch whisky, cashmere cloth 
and sweaters, autos, machinery. 

4. Rationing and price control 
are imposed to promote equal 
i distribution of scarce necessities. 

5. The fiscal policy is one of 
disinflation—at least theoreti- 
cally. Heavy taxes are imposed 
on purchases of the more expen- 
sive clothing; also jewelry, cig- 
arettes, and other articles not 
regarded as absolute necessaries, 

The purpose is two-fold: First, 
to drain off excess purchasing 

power, second, to cut consump- 

tion, thus freeing goods for ex- 
port. Additionally, high taxes 
on incomes and _ corporation 
profits tend to narrow dispari- 
ties in living standards, 

Often Exasperating. 

It’s an exasperating economy, 
especially for the well-to-do and 
for the business man. Middle- and 
upper-income families find life dif- 
ficult. Their standards are much 
below what they were before the 
war.

N OT long ago I had the opportunity of spend- 


ing several hours with Fred Heinkel and 
H. E, Klinefelter of the Missouri Farmers’ 
Association, The talk ranged over many subjects

NATIONAL i) This was that the 
COREST : time has come to 
talk about soil con- 
servation less in 
terms of what re- 
mains to be done; 
and more in terms 
of what has already 
been accomplished. 
We've proved that 
good land-use pays 
off in better living 
for both today and 
tomorrow and the 
time has come to 
sell “balanced farming” on that basis. There is 
another area of land-use, however, where the 
task is still to seil not only farmers but all the 
people of this nation. This area constitutes the 
“public domain” which embraces the National 
Forests.

IF WE NEED EVIDENCE that the people 
have not yet been awakened to the responsibility 
of ownership of this valuable resource, we have 
only to look at the record of each successive 
Congress, where our representatives in govern- 
ment supervise the administration of our public 
lands. Most of this forest and grazing land 
which “we the people” own was sold to us by 
private landowners who had so abused it that 
they no longer believed it could be operated for 
private profit. They were glad to have us take 
over the expense of long-term rehabilitation. 
Much of the land, however, has come back faster 
than was anticipated; and now each session sees 
tremendous pressure by private interests to take 
over these resources so that they may once again 
be exploited.

THE LONG-TERM RECORD of the United 
“States Forest Service is particularly interesting, 


for it is today a self-supporting agency of gov- 
ernment. In the year 1948, through careful se- 
lective cutting, $32,000,000 in timber was sold 
from National Forest land. This is the stump- 
age value, which is doubled and quadrupled as 
the timber moves through the saw-mill and out 
into a hundred channels of use. Yet it took a 
tremendous fight on the part of conservation 
interests throughout America to keep Congress 
from cutting the $30,000,000 Forest Service budg- 
et to a point where much valuable effort would 
have had to be eliminated. Most ridiculous of 
all was a proposal to do away with the money 
allocated to timber cruising, marking and scal- 
ing the trees which Were to be sold as lumber; 
thus eliminating the $32,000,000 yield from the 
forest lands. 
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THE REASONS FOR SUCH seemingly stupid 
action are threefold: Pressure from greedy pri- 
vate interests who want to exploit the forest 
resource; inertia on the part of an uninformed 
public; the lack of pork-barrel opportunities for 
Congressmen in the administration of the public 
domain. Compare the fight for this appropria- 
tion, for example, with the ease of securing sums 
five or i0 times as large to build single and oft- 
entimes useless dams across our rivers. 

I have been particularly interested in a bill 
proposed in the last Congress by Representative 
Tackett of Arkansas. This was to the effect 
that 10 per cent of the proceeds of timber sales 
from National Forests be allocated for the build- 
ing and maintenance of recreational facilities 
for the people on these public lands. Although 
the bill was “passed over without prejudice,” it 
will probably be revived at the next session and 
should certainly receive the backing of all the 
people. Representative Tackett points out that 
there are 220,000,000 acres of National Forest 
land in 38 states. During the days of the great 
depression, through the use of CCC and WPA 
labor, many recreational projects were started 
within the forest. These consisted of ponds, 
lakesites, camp grounds, roads and trails and 
other facilities. Many of these were only par- 
tially completed and then abandoned for lack 
of funds. Others were finished but are today 
falling apart or rotting away for lack of main- 
tenance money.

THE CONGRESSMAN POINTS OUT that in 
the year 1948 more than 78,000,000 persons vis- 
ited the parks in our National Forests. When 
you add to this the number who use the forest 
itself for hunting, fishing and camping but do 
not register in at some particular point, the fig- 
ure would probably run to 100,000,000 or even 
higher. There are many instances right here in 
Missouri of recreational fagilities falling into 
disuse and of potential areas which are still to- 
tally undeveloped. With nearly 2,000,000 acres 
of land in the National Forests and acreage be- 
ing acquired slowly but steadily by the State 
Forestry Service, the opportunities for recrea- 
tional development are almost without limit. 
They could be built and maintained literally 
without additional strain on the federal and 
state budgets, would bring a steadily increasing 
revenue into the areas where the forest is lo- 
cated and make it possible for hundreds of thou- 
gands of people from Missouri and surrounding 
states to come to know the beauty of our Ozark 
country. Certainly the people of Missouri and 
their Congressmen would do well to support a 
measure in the next Congress which would help 
develop the recreational possibilities of our state.

Elegant Stuffiness 


middle class as one hide-bound by worship of property and 

respectability in “The Forsyte Saga” had its point as a 
picture of Victorian-Edwardian society, but to us it was des- 

perately dull reading. Why M-G-M thought 
to put Book One (1906) into a movie which 
it seeks to sell under the title “THAT FOR- 
SYTE WOMAN,” and is currently on view at 
LOEW’S STATE THEATER, we don’t know, 
because when you cut through the swath of 
wording it turns out to be the conventional 
triangle drama, with a third admirer of the 
heroine hanging about on the periphery ready to catch her on 
the first bounce when she falls on dark days. As long- 
suffering triangle plays are what the films have been giving 
us too much of, lo, these many years, we can't see that this 
adds anything even when embellished with a literary name. 

However, M-G-M has given it the slickest of productions, 
one full of Victorian elegance and Technicolor richness. The 
gowns and settings have the practical advantage of emphasizing 
the Forsyte estimate of property as the basis of all worth, 
though the lavishness descends into mere post-card prettiness 
in obviously stagey tountry scenes. The central figure, the 
unhappy Irene Forsyte, is scarcely less elegant, hut at leust 
Greer Gafson has brought life in a lady-like way to a charac- 
ter who in the book was one of the vaguest we've ever encoun- 
tered. The scripters haven't allowed Greer to descend from 
her pedestal for one instant, so it’s not her fault that the 
character is kept too pure for dramatic interest. In the movie, 
she merely goes to the flat of Philip Bosinney, the young 
architect (Robert Young) to tell him there can be nothing 
between them. This hardly justifies, dramatically, the tragic 
consequences that befall. 

It would seem to be the acme of miscasting to place 
Errol Flynn, our wild Hollywood boy, as Soames Forsyte, 
Irene’s husband and one of the champion stuffed shirts of 
literature. But as a matter of fact Erro] does pretty well. 
As the man who undertakes to buy a beautiful wife as he 
would a painting or a house, Errol seems to have found a 
home for his rigid monotone of an acting style, and he’s able 
to do it economically, employing only one expression (self- 
righteousness) instead of his usual two or three. 

Perhaps it’s an accurate: reflection of the stuffiness of the 
Forsyte clan that “Young” Jolyon Forsyte, the black sheep of 
the family, is portrayed by Walter Pidgeon as a mild, kindly 
and sympathetic middle-aged man whose only visible vice is 
painting pictures. However, it doesn’t make for any excite- 
ment, which. Heaven Knows, the film sorely needs. Even 
Young as Bosinney, the only character not stalwartly upright, 
doesn't seem-to have his heart in being devilish. Like Irene, 
the movie has a hard time getting away from the stodginess

Chronicle, Alan Ladd is a busy boy in “CHICAGO DEADLINE,” 
at the MISSOURI.

However, the film, with many shots made on Chicago's 
streets, has an air of authenticity, its characters seem real 
enough, and, if you can forgive packing all the action into 
so short a time, is entertaining fast melodrama of the “private 
eye” type—with very little change the newsman could have 
been a Sam Spade or Philip Marlowe. There are very few 
of the usual cliches of movie portrayal of newspaper men—

Vidor must share the blame here—it’s over- 
done to the point of being boring. To show 
a dissatisfied wife in a Wisconsin sawmill 
town, Bette goes about with hair dyed a 
lanky black, a silatternly walk, and a per- 
petual bored sneer on her face. Her favorite 
remark to her long-suffering physician hus- 
band (Joseph Cotten) is “You’re a lousy 
doctor.” She wants to get away from the town and marry 
a Chicago millionaire (David Brian) whose lake lodge she had 
graced on several nights. To do this, she murders the old lodge- 
keeper who was in the way, tries to have her expected child 
aborted, accomplishes it by jumping down a steep hillside, 
gets pneumonia, knocks the serum out of her husband’s hand 
when he tries to treat her, then puts on her clothes and 
staggers down to the railroad station, to fall dead just as 
the train pulls out. 

Apparently nobody connected with the film ever heard of 
giving a bad heroine some good or at least intriguing qualities 
so as to arouse interest in her doings. As it is, there’s a 
surfeit of wickedness and a crude blatancy in the portrayal. 
If the woman were such an undisguised shrew as shown, her 
husband would have been happy to be rid of her, the million- 
aire never would have wanted to marry her, and someone 
would have hit her over the head with a blunt instrument in 
the first reel.

The Final Fateful Break With F.D.R.

éé OOSEVELT and I 
R done.” 

There was a tense quiet- 
ness on the morning of Thursday, 
Oct. 17, 1940, as a grim stiff- 
necked John L, Lewis walked into 
the White House bedroom of an 
ailing and distraught President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Before many minutes had passed, 
the air was ringing with angry 
wards, charges of “damn lie,” vio- 
lent repudiations and sullen good- 
byes. 

The last frail bridge over the 
chasm between the two had col- 
lapsed. 

Lewis himself tells the story. 

“The President seemed to be 
quite uncomfortable. His face had 
an unhealthy pallor and he seemed 
to be laboring under a great deal 
of tension. 

“After greeting me, he said, 
‘John, sit down over here by my 
side.’ 

“I sat down. After a moment's 
silence, he said, ‘John, I want 

our support. 
: “1 maid, ‘You mean, Mr. Presi- 
dent, vou want,the CIO’s support. 
If you want the CIO’s support, 
what assurances can you give the 
CIO”’ 

“Tne President became irritated 
and snapped at me, ‘Well, what 
do you mean? Haven't I always 
been friendly to the CIO?’ I didn't 
answer. He. continued and his 
voice rose angrily, “Haven't I al- 
ways been a_ friend of labor, 
Jonn?’ 

“Tl said, ‘Well, Mr. President, if 
you are a friend of labor, why is 
the FBI tapping all my phones, 
both at my home and my office, 
and why do they have instructions 
to follow me about?’ 

“The President said, ‘That’s not 
true!’ 

“I said, ‘It is true!’ 

“The President said, ‘That's a 
damn lie!’ : 

“I got up, looked down at him 
and said, ‘Nobody can call John L. 
Lewis a liar, least of all Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt?’ 

“Then I started walking out and 
got my hat and coat. 

“Just,as I got to the door, the 
President called out, ‘Come back, 
John, ¥ want to talk to you.’ 

“I walked back and I said, ‘My 
phoneg$ are tapped, and they are, 
and everything I said is true, and 
whatever I said I know because 
I can prove it by the Supreme 
Court \justice who told me so and 
who knows about it because he 
has seen your orders to the FBI 
to do/so. I am perfectly willing 
to name him and have you call 
him/into this room right now and 

settle it.’ 

“The President changed the sub- 
ject. I stood there with my hat 
in my hand and my coat on my 
back. We engaged in small talk 
about minor and different things 
for about 10 minutes. Finally, | 
stretched out my hand and said, 


‘Goodby, Mr. President.’ 


“The President was quite upset 
and nervous. I guess I wasn't 
feeling too game myself. His face 
became quite hard and he turned 
it nwav from me and even when 
we shook hands he was looking 
the other way. 

“T walked out. 
I are done.” 

Eight days later, Lewis publicly 
supported Wendell L. Willkie to 
defeat Roosevelt for a third term. 
The account of Lewis's last 
meeting with the President before 
the open break was made was 
given to this writer by Lewis on 
the afternoon of the day the con- 
ference occurred. It was one of 
several revealing accounts which 
Lewis gave to me during those 
crucial] days. 

On Jan. 24, 1940, Lewis deliv- 
ered his first directly aimed per- 
sonal attack on Roosevelt and 
the Democratic party. It was at 
the United Mine Workers conven- 
tion in Columbus, O. 

“T am one who bDelieves that 
President Roosevelt will not be 
a candidate for’ re-election,” 
Lewis said. “Conceding that the 
Democratic national convention 
could be coerced or dragooned 
into renominating him, ] am con- 
vinced that his candidacy 
would result ingnoMinious de- 
feat.” 

Lewis, of course, was wrong. 

Both Lewis and Roosevelt were 
the champions of the working 
man, both had the whole-hearted 
support of the laboring classes. 
That Lewis might politically op- 
pose Roosevelt was still com- 
pletely incomprehensible to any- 
one. 

By early fall, all avenues of 
communication between Lewis and 
Roosevelt were blocked. Negotia- 
tion through subordinates was 
out. Any agreement between Lew- 
is and Roosevelt would have to be 
of such scope and character that 
it could come only from a direct 
meeting between the President 
and Lewis. Only 90 days remained 
before the election. 

The Most Rev. Bernard J. Sheil, 
senior auxiliary Catholic bishop of 
Chicago, and this writer were 
called upon to arrange a satis- 
factory “face-saving” meeting. 

Roosevelt told Bishop Sheil that 
he was eager to close the breach 
and that he definitely wanted 
Lewis's support in the coming 
campaign. Lewis, too, was willing 
to make one more attempt to work 
with Roosevelt—but on a different 
basis.

In the past, Lewis had always 
given the President support with- 
out any prior commitments ex- 
cept the simple beli¢f that the 
President would reciprocate in a 
concrete way. This reciprocation 
had not materialized. 

Now Lewis intended to reach an 
understanding with Roosevelt 
whereby the President would com- 
mit himself in advance of Lewis's 
delivery of support. Lewis was 
asked about “guaranteed assur- 
ances.” 

“Everybody,” he snorted, “says I 
want my pound of flesh, that I 
gave Mr. Roosevelt $500,000 for his 
1936 campaign and that I want 
quid pro quo. The United Mine 
Workers and the CIO have paid 
cash on the barrel for every piece 
of legislation that we have gotten. 

“We have the Wagner Act. The 
Wagner Act cost us many dollars 
in contributions which the United 
Mine Workers made to the Roose- 
velt Administration with the ex- 
plicit understanding of a guid pro 
quo for labor. 

“These contributions far exceed 
the notions held by the general 
public or the press. Is anyone fool 
enough to believe for one instant 
that we gave this money to Roose- 
velt because we were spellbound 
by his voice?

“He returned from that lunch- 
eon,” Lewis said, “adorned with 
the prestige of a White House 
luncheon, a person recognized by 
the President.

I just can’t under- 
stand it. I called him in here to 
tell him that I disapproved of his 
anti-labor actions.

“He expected me to believe 
that,” Lewis growled. “Would he 
expect anyone to believe that” 
Even a precinct captain would 
have sufficient political savvy to 
recognize the consequence of that 
kind of an action. And with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's political 
sagacity to give that kind of an 
answer to me is not audacity— 
it was a barefaced lie that only a 
damn fool would believe!” 

Lewis and Roosevelt later had 
one short. very unsatisfactory 
meeting. The next day 1 asked 
Lewis what his specific terms 
were for an agreement with the 
President. 

“Specific terms?” he replied. “I 
am not prepared to bargain the 
fate of the CIO and the hopes 
of the working men of this coun- 
try for a few paltry specific terms. 

“Sir, 1 want and insist upon a 
general understanding, a general 
trust, and above all, integrity. I 
want to know what Mr. Roose- 
velt's intentions are with refer- 
ence to the labor movement, and 
if his intentions are those of a 
friend, then he has my support. 

“Along the lines of that general 
understanding, there are certain 
specific gestures he could make, 
questions that he could answer 
if he would. 

“Yes, he could reappoint J. War- 
ren Madden as chairman of the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
He seems to be hesitating a good 
deal on this point. 

“He. could accord organized 
labor the recognition of real con-

L theme: “Roosevelt means war, 
war, war!” He attacked Roose- 
velt for warmongering, for an 
over-weening, abnormal and self- 
ish craving for power, for the de- 
sire to establish an American 
“royal family.” “America needs 
no superman,” Lewis said. He 
pleaded for Willkie’s election. 

“He is a gallant American,” 
Lewis declared. “He is not an 
aristocrat. He has the common 
touch. He was born in the briar 
and not to the purple.” 

Lewis begged the great mass of 
CIO workers to accept the truth 
of his words. 

“It is obvious that President 
Roosevelt will not be re-elected 
for the third term unless he has 
the overwhelming support of the 
men and women of labor. If he is, 
therefore, re-elected, it will mean 
that the members of the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
have rejected my advice and rec- 
ommendation. 1 will accept the 
result as being the equivalent of 
a vote of no confidence and will 
retire as president of the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations at its 
convention in November.” 

Ten days later, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt stepped into the spot- 
light of history as America’s first 
third-term President and John L. 
Lewis stepped into the long twi- 
light. 

The writer is firmly of the opin- 
for. that, in judging the merits of 
the Lewis-Roosevelt break, the 
reader should constantly bear in 
mind that this picture of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt is that part of Roose- 
velt which Lewis saw and knew. 
While Lewis charges Roosevelt 
with failure to support the sit- 
down strikes, it should be remem- 
bered that the very fact that 
Roosevelt did not use his power 
to break the strikes was in itself 
a great supporting action. 

It also must be kept in mind 
that Roosevelt, as President of 
the United States, was constantlv 
dealing with infinite problems in- 
volving compromises and adjust- 
ments within a vast framework. 
Lewis, on the other hand, was 
concerned only with his single 
issue and did not have to worry 
about the reactions of the South, 
the West, industry, the middle 
class, the press, the Democratic 
party and all of the thousands of 
facets of a political administra- 
tion. And all this in addition to 
a major depression and a global 
War. 

In short, Lewis could carry on a 
one-front war while Roosevelt was 
involved in a thousand-front war.

XPERIENCED players of 
F rummy games have learned 

this principle: When you have 
a dangerous discard that you 
must make sooner or later, make 
it sooner. 

This is true in canasta more 
than in ary game that has come 
before it, because the longer you 
wait, the more the pack grows. 

Here is a case in which you 
need 90 for your initial meld, and 
after drawing on the first round 
you hold:

This is a bad hand, especially ~ 
when you need 90. You must play 
defensively and hope partner can 
come through with a 9-point 
meld before the opponents get 
the pack, which might win you. 

In the meantime you try to 
guard what slim hopes you have 
of making the initial meld. Either 
you must draw a joker: or you 
get a deuce plus enough of a pack 
to restore the nine or 10 cards 
you would surely need to reach 90 
without a joker. Getting the pack 
means saving pairs. Making 90 
with the help of only one card 
from the pack means saving your 
complete three-card sets. 

The jack and nine are not the 
safest discards in the world, but 
apparently you must make them, 
or equally dangerous ones, in the 
course of building your hand. So 
this time shut your eyes, pick one 
of them blindly, and let it go. 

From the standpoint of safety, 
probably one of the sevens wou!d 
be better than anything else in 
the hand. 

Question: Why should there he

Answer: If the penalty were 
less it might be profitable, under 
certain circumstances, to hold up 
that card deliberately. (With three 
red threes already shown, a 
fourth might cost 500 points if 
your side fails to meld, because 
when one side has all four they 
count 200 points each.)

4 ‘T TOLD her not to get mixed 
up with anybody.” 

The mother of the girl 
seemed to think she had done her 
maternal duty. She couldn’t un- 
derstand why anyone should be 
blaming her or the girl's home 
background for what had hap- 
pened. Her daughter had told her 
the boy she was going with was 
a nice boy. She had delivered the 
somewhat vague, ominous warning 
about not getting “mixed up.” Yet 
here her daughter was—‘mixed 
up” and “in trouble,” the age old 
kind of trouble, pregnancy outside 
of wedlock. A special kind of 
tragedy in this instance because 
the girl was a teen-ager, barely 
past the age of playing with dolls, 
too young physically, mentally, 
emotionally, for the kind of com- 
bined physical, mental and emo- 
tional problem she had to face. 

The causes were the usual ones, 
a broken heme, not enough love at 
home, not enough guidance in 
life’s complications, either by ad- 
vice or example. An extreme Case, 
it was nevertheless similar to 
many stories of the unmarried 
mother. 

The unmarried mother is a prob- 
lem in every community but one 
that is handled here in St. Louis 
with wise and kindly counsel, 
through Community Chest agen- 
cies which act as advisers to the 
girl in trouble. Not always girls, 
either. The lists of unmarried 
mothers show women of ages 
from 13 to 40, of every walk of 
life from domestic servants and 
unskilled workers with little edu- 
cation and few financial privileges 
to school teachers with master’s 
degrees and a background of s0- 
called advantages. 

Sometimes they are from St. 
Louis. Other times they come far 
distances to have their — babies 
away from home. 

“Very often,” says Mary J. Ho- 
gan, supervisor of the Lindell dis- 
trict of the Family and Children’s 
Service, 4643 Lindell boulevard, “a 
girl comes in town to see us, reg- 
isters at a hotel early in the morn- 
ing, but finds it takes her all day 
to get up courage to call us. She 
may start to pick up the phone 
at 9 in the morning, but not make 
the call until 10 minutes to 5 that 
evening.” 

Once a girl has asked for help, 
she is treated individually, and a 
plan is made out to fit her indi- 
vidual circumstances. “She may 
continue to live at home here and 
enter a maternity hospital. She 
may not be able to go back to her 
home and may need a boarding 
home. A case worker tries to fig- 
ure out what plan will be best, 
both immediately and after the 
birth of the baby. 

“Our case workers spend more 
time with these cases than with 
any others,” Anthony DeMarinis, 
director of the Family and Chil- 
dren’s Service, says. “They go to 
visit them once a week and try 
to give them the feeling that 
they re a friend as well as a per- 
son equipped to help. Often they 
take them on drives, out to din- 
ner, or, if the girl is telling her 
family that she’s here studying, 
they may take her to the Public 
Library to get books and read up 
on some subject.” 

In most cases, the mother-to-be 
makes all the arrangements for 
herself. Sometimes an understand- 
ing parent comes along, and, on 
very rare occasions, the alleged 
father may shoulder some of the 
responsibility. 

“We have one father on our 
lists who contributes to the sup- 
port of his child and hopes to take 
it some day when he marries,”

mother’s request.” 
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F the girl wants to go to a 
| boarding home, there are three 

major ones from which to 
choose, Bethesda, St. Ann’s, or the 
Salvation Army’s Booth Memorial 
Hospital. She may enter at any 
time depending on when it is nec- 
essary for her to have a place to 
stay: for some this is the third or 
fourth month of pregnancy, for 
the majority it is the seventh. 
Some wait until actually in labor 
before making a desperate deci- 
sion. Once she’s entered the home 
she receives full medical care— 
not only maternity care but at- 
tention to eyes, teeth, and such 
things. Given a certain amount of 
freedom, she is allowed to leave 
during daytime visiting hours, go 
shopping or visiting. In summer, 
there are trips to the Municipal 
Upera, barbecues or other events; 
in winter, seasonal parties, a 
game room, a television set. 

Identities are a secret. At Booth, 
for example, a girl is Known only 
by her first name. Even the baby 
of, say, Mary Jones, is identified 
in the nursery as “Baby Mary.” 
Hospital nurses and officials do 
not know the girl by her last 
name. Even with this secrecy in 
force, they manage to tell quite 
a bit about her, however. 

“Most of the girls who come 
here might be called foolish 
youngsters who loved, not wisely 
but too well,” Hilda Huppert, so0- 
cial worker at Booth, says. “As 
most of them put it, ‘He gave me 
a line.’ 

“Frequently they 


come from 
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broken homes themselves. As chil- 
dren, they lacked attention and 
love and were out to get it in any 
way they could. Insecurity, lack 
of love, poor home surroundings, 
no place to entertain; all this 
figures in. Quite often they are 
girls with poor jobs, who move 
around from one town, one fur- 
nished room to another.” 

Last year, Booth Memorial Hos- 
pital took care of 148 girls and 
older women. 

“Sometimes the older woman 
whose family is broken up,” says 
Maj. Rebecca Preston, superin- 
tendent at Booth, “or the woman 
who’s never been very attractive 
to men, finds the temptation of 
someone who will pay attention 
to her more than she can resist. 
Life can be pretty lonesome some- 
times.” 

“Older women feel even greater 
guilt over their mistake,” Miss 
Huppert adds. “Their own con- 
science whips them day and night. 
Also, the older woman is isolated 
from the crowd. She sees the oth- 
ers 10 or more years younger and 
thinks: ‘She’s just a kid, but I 
should have had more sense.’ 

“Sometimes, much as she'd like 
to, the girl can’t stop caring for 
the man and that’s another prob- 
lem. As one of them said to me, 
‘I wish I could hate him.’” 

Some of the true stories at 
Booth read like fiction. There 
was, for example, the girl whose 
fiance, a pilot, was killed in a 
plane crash, leaving her to bear 
his child. While she was in the 
hospital, the girl began corre- 
sponding with an old school friend 
in another part of the country, a 
man whose wife had been killed 
in a tragic accident. Soon after

time, as the second volume of 
my autobiography, “This I Re- 
member,” came out that day. Mary 
Margaret McBride asked me to be 
on her broadcast and devoted the 
better part of an hour to dis- 
cussing it. 

I am very grateful for the very 
interesting reviews which I have 
read in the Sunday papers. The 
one by Vincent Sheean in the New 
York Herald Tribune and Eliza- 
beth Janeway’s in the New York 
Times made me feel somewhat 
humble. I never expected to do 
work which such excellent critics 
would consider good. Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr., in the Saturday 
Review of Literature and Lewis 
Gannett and others in their col- 
umns in Monday’s papers were 
also most kind. It would seem 
that I have accomplished that 
which I hoped could be done, but 
which I realized fully was a diffi- 
cult task. I seem to have added 
something to the record which 
may be of value to the historians 
of the future. 
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I WAS VERY HAPPY when I 
heard that the Book of the Month 
Club had accepted “This I Re- 


member,’ since I thought that 
meant it would have an appeal to 
a wide group of readers. Mary 
Margaret McBride seemed to think 
that many people would be glad 
of the decision made by «Harp- 
er’s to reprint “This Is My Story,” 
so the two volumes can be bought 
together.

‘T can’t give up my baby; she’s 
all I’ve got,” was the reaction of 
one such mother.

adoption. Persons desiring a child 
who can finish college are not 
given one with low academic po- 
tentialities. On the other hand, 
some parents are just as happy 
with a child that will enter a 
trade rather than a profession. 

If a girl decides to keep her 
baby, she is encouraged to look 
realistically at the situation, real- 
izing that she has a difficult task 
before her if she lives alone, also 
a problem if she marries someone 
else who may resent the child, or 
compare it with later children of 
the marriage. Both her social 
worker and workers at the home 
try to let her make her own de- 
Cision. 

“That applies to whether or not 
she wants to see her baby after 
it is born,” says Miss Huppert. 
“Often it’s tilting the balance to 
insist that a woman care for her 
baby. Some women can’t give 
their children up after that ex- 
perience. Others get some satis- 
faction out of the taking care of 
it, if only for a little while. 

“Many people ask us, ‘How can 
a woman give up her baby? Does 
she lack mother love?’ The 
answer is she cares too much for 
her baby to have it go through 
what she went through, lacking 
security and the right kind of 
a home. 

“Not too long ago a girl came 
here. Her sister had been one of 
our patients and had taken her 
baby home. ‘And you’re going to 
keep your baby like your sister 
did?’ we asked. ‘No,’ she said, 
‘that’s the very reason I’m not 
going to. We love her baby and 
could never give him up. But now 
he’s six years old, he’s started 
school, and every day he comes 
home with a new question we 
can’t answer. Or someone has 
called him a name he doesn’t 
understand and we can’t explain.

NE of the most potent argu- 
ments against weak overcall- 
ing is the enormous amount 
of information such bids give the 
opponents, when, as is almost in- 
variably the case, they play the 
hand. In today’s deal, taken from 
a total point team-of-four contest, 
a very bad overcall created a tre- 
mendous swing in favor of the 
other side. 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable, 
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This was the bidding at Table 1: 
South West North East 
1 spade Pass 3spades Pass 
4no-trump Pass 5diamonds Pass 
5no-trump Pass 6spades Pass 
7 spades Pass Pass Pass 

West opened the club queen. 
South won with the blank king 
and, having nothing to go by, 
promptly put down the spade ace. 
After that, of course, the grand 
slam was “out the window” since 
nothing could keep East from 
making his spade queen. 

At the other table the bidding 
was a little different, namely: 
South West North East 
lspade 4clubs(!)4spades Pass 
4no-tr’p Pass 5 d’monds Pass 
5no-tr’p Pass 6spades Pass 
7spades Pass Pass Pass 

The opening lead was the same, 
the club queen, but now, warned 
by West that he had tremendous 
length in clubs, this South did not 
make the fatal play of the spade 
ace from his own hand! Instead, 
playing East for length in trumps 
(if by any chance the suit was 
divided 3-0), South led alow trump 
from his own hand — obviously 
with full success, West’s void was 
now no obstacle, since all South 
had to do was put up the spade 
king and take the proved finesse 
against East. 

A player should give thought to 
the possible repercussions of his 
bid when he considers the sort of 
overcall made by the second West! 
Since the four-club call, in this 
case, had the word “futile” written 
all over it, West should have re- 
strained himself in favor. of a 
meek and unrevealing pass.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“Letters of Bellerophon” 
O CARRY “letters of Bellero- 
Teer is to be the bearer of 
one’s own death warrant. One 
of our readers would like to know 
more of the expression’s meaning 
and its origin. 

From the Latin “Literae Bellero- 
phontis,” it found its way into 
English literature in the 18th Cen- 
turny in the poetry of Edward 
Young, who wrote in his “Night 
Thoughts”: 

“He, whose blind thought futur- 

ity denies, 
Unconscious bears, 
phon! like thee, 

His own indictment.” 

However, the familiarity of this 
expression came perhaps directly 
from its actual sources in Greek 
mythology. In the Iliad of Horner 
one finds the narrative of how 
Bellerophon carried a letter advis- 
ing his own death, how he was 
driven away by King Proetus, 
whose wife had falsely accused 
him, with the sealed message to 
Iobates, the King of Lycia. Differ- 
ent versions of the story vary in 
detail, but it is thought that Hom- 
er dramatized the stor, of the 
Lycian kings around this inci- 
dent. 

The adventures of Bellerophon, 
who of course defeated -lobates’ 
attempts to take his life, provided 
the plot of now lost plays of the 


Bellero- 


Euripedes. And certain coins of 
Corinth which commemorate these 
| deeds are still in existence. 


Fresh Shrimp With Tomato Sauce 

Ingredients: One pound large 
fresh shrimp (cooked), two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, two- 
thirds to three-fourths cup finely 
diced onion (1 medium-sized), one- 
fourth cup finely diced celery (one 
or two stalks), one teaspoon salt, 
one small clove garlic, two table- 
spoons flour, one No. two can 
tomatoes (one pound and two to 
four onces or two and one-fourth 
to two and one-half cups), one- 
fourth teaspoon chili powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon finely crushed 
dried thyme, freshly-ground pep- 
per (to taste). 

Method: Shell and clean shrimp; 
cut in two lengthwise. Melt butter 
or margarine in a medium-sized 
skillet (about 10-inch) over low 
heat; add onion and celery and 
cook, stirring frequently, for about 
10 minutes. Meanwhile put salt 
and peeled garlic clove together 
and crush with a mortar and 
pestle or use a wide-blade heavy
